As to the Places and Company he uſeth ; if 
you find him not at home, go directly down Lazy- 
lane, and towards the lower end on your Lett- 
hand you may ſee the Sign of Bad-husbandry ; a 
Houſe where one Mr. Extravagant, a young Man, 
uſech to reſort, with whom Jaleneſs is much ac- 
quainted, for they love as Brethren. Prov. 18. g. 
He that is ſlothful, is Brother to a great Waſter ; 
as Extravagant muſt needs be, There are ſeveral 
others as vile as they, but Extravagant pays all, 
and will do fo till he hath ſpent what his Friends 
left him, as Idleneſs hath done, But when you 
go into the Houſe aforeſaid to ſearch for Idleneſs, 
beſare to ſet a Watch at the back Door, or he will 
make his Eſcape, for he knows himſelf to be a 
ſuſpicious Perſon. 

But if he be not there, go down Prating-Row z 
he is often ſtanding at a Stall, or idling away his 


3 time in others Shops, hindering their Buſineſs with 


ſome vain Story. But if you find him not there, 
go directly down G amefters. ſtreet, where you may 
ſee the Sign of the Tables, Dice, and Pack of 
Cards, jult at the Corner of Ninepin. Alley near 
the Bowling-green, a place where he and his Friend 
Mr, Extravagant, and vain Perſons uſe to reſort. 
The Conſtable Mr, Dzlzgent,and the Headborough 
Mr, Truſty puſhed in and made diligent ſearch; 
and upon enquiry they were inform'd he had been 
there, but he having but little Money, had loft and 
{pent it, and was gone to walk in the Fields, or to 
fit under ſome Hedg. The Officers went accord- 
ing to Dire&ions after him, and at Lf _ 
| A3 trae' 
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trac'd him in many of his idle ſteps, they found 
him faft aſleep under Beggars Buſh, he being hea- 
vy by ſotting : For Solomon ſaith, Slothfulneſs caſte 
eth into a deep ſlcep, Prov. 19. 15. they ſeiz'd 
him without any oppoſition, and ſecur'd him by 
a ſtrong Guard till they had ſeiz'd Pride. 


Secondly, Take ſome brief hints to diſcover 
Pride, As for his Complexion, Agur (Prov, 30. 
13.) deſcribes him, O how lofty are bis Eyes, and 
bis Eye-lids lifted up ! His Gate he exalts as if the 
Earth were not worthy to bear kim; Prov.

By his Apparel you will (carce know 
him from a Mountebank, Morris-dancer, Fool on 
a Stage, or Poppet in a Show :- You will hardly 
find him among(t his civil and honeſt Neighbours | 
for as he envys his Superiours, or any that excel | 
him, fo he ſcorns his Inferiours: And through the 
Pride of his Heart he dpth perſecute the Poor ;, | 
Plal. 10. 2, -His Walk is in the Counſel of the 
Ungodly ; if you obſerve him ſanding, it is in 
the way :of Sinners z he ſits in the Seat of the 
Scornful, Pal, 1. 1,2. At Feats it's in the up- 
permoſt Rooms : and in the Synagogues his Seat i 
15 in the chiefeſt place ; 24at.23.6, In the City * 


you may find' him commonly at the Dancing 


{chool in Adincing-Lane, or elſe he may be found 
at the Change; ' whither he reſorts, to obſerve and 
tarn the neweſt Faſhions; and from thence he 
goes to the Devil-Tavern in Wickedneſs-ſtreet, 
where. he meets. ſome of his Kinſmen and Ac-

taught me, being my own. Father, not to re- 
gard my Inferiours z but be ſure to envy my Su- 
periors, or thoſe that were more richly clothed, 
more highly reſpected and exalted than my felt: 
And my honoured Mother, Madam Lofty, would 
always be telling me, when young, that IT muſt 
not play with the Poor, nor run amongſt the

ſephus, he died with very Grief and Sorrow. 
Gentlemen of the Jury, I need add no more to 
cite any more Statutes broken by the Priſoner 
than what .the Evidences have already proved in 
your hearing, therefore agree in your Verdict,
